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TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in 
town affairs :— 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
town of Newport, on the second Tuesday of March next at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, 
namely :— 

Article 1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Clerk and Town 
Treasurer for the year ensuing. 


Art. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes, Cemetery Commis- 
sioner and all other necessary town officers, agents and com- 
mittees for the year ensuing. 


Art. 3. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treas- 
urer, Auditors, Agents and Committees heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


-Art. 4. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the payment of the town debt and defraying the 
interest thereon for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the payment of town charges, for the main- 
tanence of the poor, for cemeteries, parks, commons and water 
works, and to improve the same, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 6. Toseeif the town will vote to ask for state aid for 
the purpose of making permanent improvements on the high- 
ways; also to see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for that purpose, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the laying out of highways and building and 
repairing the same, and for building, and repairing bridges and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 8. Tosee what sums of money the town will vote to 
appropriate or raise and appropriate for the purpose of repairing 
and building sidewalks in Newport village, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 
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Art. 9. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of lighting the streets of 
Newport village and elsewhere about town, for the installing of 
new lights in town and the maintenance ofthe same, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Art 10. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of one hundred dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial day 
exercises and pay the same to the quartermaster of Fred Smyth 
Post, No. 10, Department of New Hampshire, G. A. R., and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of three hundred and fifty dollars for the support of the Newport 
Cadet Band, to be paid at the discretion of the Selectmen to Fred 
Cutts, treasurer of the band, providing the band give a series of 
open air concerts during the summer months, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Art. 12. To see what sums of money the town will authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow in anticipation of taxes 
for 1910, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 13. To seeif the town will vote to authorize any dis- 
counts, and, if so, how much on taxes paid before certain dates, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 14. Tosee what action the town will take in relation to 
improving the park on North Main, street in Newport village, 
appropriate money therefor, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to employ a police 
officer who shall devote his entire time to the duties of the office, 
appropriate money for the same, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 16. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
Chapter 33 of the Session Law of 1901, entitled ‘‘An act providing 
for the appoiniment of public weighers and defining their powers 
and duties,’’ which law was adopted at the last annual meeting 
by the town, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will instruct the Board of Water 
Commissioners to extend the water system from North Main 
street along Oak street to a point near the residence of Eimer E. 
Dodge, raise and appropriate money for the same, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 
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Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Board of 
Water Commissioners to lay pipes and convey the town water 
from Maple street to Broad View Heights to furnish water to the 
houses already built and soon to be built, raise and appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to pay the whole or part of the claim of one thousand 
dollars of Ralph 8. Pollard against the town of Newport for 
damages which he claims he has sustained in his water rights 
and privileges at Pollard’s Mills (socalled) by reason of the 
diminution of the water supply from Gilman Pond, caused by the 
appropriation and use of said water by the Newport Water 
System. Raise and appropriate any sums of money therefor, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 20. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the Sewer 
Commissioners to build a sewer, commencing on Laurel street 
near the residence of Ernest Robinson and extending along the 
line of Laurel street to South Main street, raise and appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 21. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate money to build a sewer from Summit Road to the lot owned 
by Ralph 8. Tenney, instruct the Sewer Commissioners to build 
the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 22. Toseeif the town will authorize the Sewer Com- 
missioners to construct a sewer, beginning near the residence of 
Henry Jourdan on Maple street and extending down Maple and 
Cross streets to the Sugar river, raise and appropriate money for 
the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. | 

Art. 25. To see if the town will erect a soldiers’ monument 
at some suitable place in Newport village, raise and appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to license moving 
picture shows in this town, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 25. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


During the year ending Fe b. 15, 1910 there have been reported to 
the Board five cases of diphtheria and one case of scarlet fever, all of 
which were promptly quarantined and given close attention, and at 
the proper time the houses were thoroughly disinfected. Two of the 
cases of diphtheria were among the school children. The homes of 
the children were quarantined and the school twice disinfected in a 
thorough manner, effectually preventing the spread of the disease. 
The other three cases of diphtheria were people who brought the 
disease here from out of town, and thus made added expense for the 
local Board. The local Board has submitted the facts to the State 
Board, in order, if possible, to fix the responsibility for this condition. 
The case of scarlet fever was well handled by the physician in charge 
and after the recovery the premises were well disinfected. 


The Board has at all times been watchful for contagious diseases 
that they may thereby prevent their spreading in town.

REPORT OF 
CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


oe 


To the citizens of Newport:— 


By vote of the town at the annual meeting in 1909 in accept- 
ing and adopting the report ef the cemetery committee of five the 
cemetery commissioners were authorized to appraise and fix the 
price of lots in the new extension of the North Newport cemetery 
and in Pine Grove Cemetery. 

That report as adopted directed that the proceeds of the sale 
of lots should be divided into two parts, one of which should be 
turned over to the town treasurer to be used in adding to, im- 
proving and ornamenting the cemetery grounds, and be expended 
as the commissioners may direct. The other half to constitute a 
permanent fund to be invested by the selectmen and town 
treasurer in securities of the town, if practicable; otherwise in other 
good securities, the income of which shall be paid over to the 
commissioners, to be expended in the care, protection and orna- 
mentation of the cemetery from which the fund originated. 

In accordance with the above your cemetery commissioners 
fixed the price of lots in the extension of the North Newport 
cemetery at $20.00 each for lots which front on one or more of 
their sides upon a driveway, and $15.00 for those lots which do not 
on either side adjoin a driveway, but are reached by a narrow 
walk only. These lots are 12 feet north and south by 13% feet 
east and west. 

The price of lots in the Pine Grove Cemetery was fixed at 
from $18.00 for lots 12 x 15 to $80.00 for lots 20 x 20, which front 
on a driveway. 
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The price for lots for a single interment in either of the new 
cemeteries was fixed at $3.00. 

The price of lots in all cemeteries to people not citizens of 
Newport was fixed at 25 per cent. more than the price charged 
citizens of Newport. Several lots have been sold under the above 
conditions to people not residents of Newport. 

The boundaries of every lot in section 1 of the new extension 
at North Newport and in Lawn A of Pine Grove Cemetery have 
been marked by substantial slate posts about four inches square 
at the top and a foot and a half in length, and so set that their 
tops are even with the turf. 

Eleven lots have been sold in the new extension at North 
Newport, and ten lots (including single interments) in Pine 
Grove Cemetery. 

The receipts from lots sold in the North Newport extension 
has been $245 and in Pine Grove, $365. 

From the proceeds of the above sales there has been paid to 
the selectmen on account of the improvement fund $3850, $122.50 
of which is available for expenditure at North Newport, and 
$182.50 for expenditure in Pine Grove Cemetery. 

$182.50 has also been paid to the selectmen on the account of 
the permanent cure fund for Pine Grove Cemetery, and $122.50 on 
account of the permanent care fund of the North Newport exten- 
sion. 

It will be seen from the financial report that from the appro- 
priation of $500 made at the last town meeting $27.28 remains 
unexpended. 

Suitable books have been procured and proper records made, 
both of the sale of lots and of all burials therein. 

Last spring when the snow melted and before the frost left 
the ground water collected over perhaps three-fourths of an acre, 
near the center of Pine Grove Cemetery, and there remained (in 
places probably two feet deep) forseveral days. The condition is 
liable to occur once or twice a year until a suitable drain, either 
under ground or on the surface, is provided. 
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The town purchased, and by the deed of Pine Grove Cem- 
etery, procured the right to take from land of Richards & Barton, 
northerly of the cemetery, such gravel as might be needed for 
grading in the cemetery for three years. This right soon expires 
and further grading and improvement of the driveways should be 
made while this right continues. 

Although water has been taken from the highway to a point 
just inside the cemetery fence, it can be of little or no use until 
the same is carried to the sections of the cemetery which are 
being improved. It will be almost impossible to make a good 
turf of the gravely soil unless an abundance of water is at hand. 

The grading of Lawn B should be completed, then fertilized 
and seeded, after which it should be plotted and markers set. 
More markers should be furnished and set in the North Newport 
extension. 

For the above purpose we recommend that the town raise 
and appropriate $750. 

When the above suggestions are carried out it is believed 
that these two new cemeteries will be self-supporting and that 
the sales of lots will provide for the further improvement and care. 

In the old cemeteries, especially on Pine Street and likewise 
at North Newport, many of the stones through want of care have 
fallen and some are broken and others need attention to prevent 
like injury. A few trees in these cemeteries should be removed 
to prevent iujury to the tablets therein. 


For the above purpose, also for the care of the old cemeteries 
(including cleaning and mowing) and also for burials (which in- 


cludes digging the grave, furnishing horses for driving the hearse, 
for which last year $180 was paid) we recommend that the town 
appropriate the sum of $500.

Owing to the new addition to the factory of the W. H. McElwain 
Company, on Canal street, the six inch main (from ‘he six inch Cross 
street line), which terminated in a dead end in front of the McElwain 
factory, was found insufficient to supply their sprinkler system and 
also furnish effectual hydrant protection.

The foregoing figures show the cash receipts to have been suf- 
ficient to pay interest charges on the entire cost of the system and all 
expenses for maintenance and repairs for the year, and leave a bal- 
ancein favor of the town of eighteen hundred and forty-nine dollars 
and forty-six cents ($1,849.46), while the town gets the water it uses 
tor hydrant service, flushing of sewers, school buildings, library and 
Jibrary house, town hall and engine house, watering troughs, Carrie 
F. Wright Hospital, new cemetery, Maple Street Cemetery and street 
sprinkling free. 

It is well to bear in mind that all water works systems decrease 
in value, as structures, as the years go by, and will, in time, have to be 
renewed. The day will come when repairs upon this system will in- 
crease in extent beyond that now required. The question arises as to 
what provisions ought to be made to meet future conditions. Thus 
far the net income from water rentals above cost of maintenance and 
in'erest on cost of the system has been used, in part, by the town 
towards the parment of general expenses and notes of the town, 
During the past twelve years this net income from the water works 
system has amounted to fourteen thousand, nine hundred and fifteen 
dollars ($14,915.00).

SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Honorable School Committee of Newport: ~ 


The management and direction of the schools are placed by 
the citizens in the hands of the school board. The school report 
then should be an accounting by the board to the citizens. It 
should at least be a statement of facts in regard to the status of 
the schools and should advocate measures for the advancement of 
public education. 


A full account of the financial condition is elsewhere publish- 
ed and the data in regard to the attendance and teachers is con~ 
tained within the statistical table for the school year ending in 
June, 1909. 


One of the several fundamental conditions required for a good 
school is punctuality on the part of the teachers and pupils, and 
regularattendance. The following table shows the percentage of 
attendance for five years in the three groups mentioned. 


1905 1906 1907 1908 1908 
High School 92.9 94. 96 96 97 
Grades 88 90 90 91 90 
Districts 86 86 87 87 89 
Average 88.9% 90 91 914, 92 


Few items speak better for that progress which is of primary 
importance; for there can be no expectation of efficient schooling, 
no matter how excellent the teaching, unless attendance is 
regular. Not far from an average of 10 per cent. in the state asa 
whole must be allowed to bad weather, sickness, and other un- 
avoidable causes. 


The table shows that we have constantly gained in that 
respect and averaging all the schools have gone beyond that 
point, 90 per cent., which is the average throughout the state. 
Notwithstanding that we rank somewhat above the standard, a 
little more care and effort should be put forth to avoid all! 
absences except those strictly unavoidable. Financially it also 
helps. 
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We now receive from the state 75 cents per week for every 
twenty-five pupils or major part thereof of average attendance 
for the year next preceding. 


This year we received $519.60. A better average attendance 
will increase that amount until our population increases, accord- 
ing to the last federal census, above 3500, or the equalized valua- 
tion per pupil is more than $7000. 

We have now proven that graduates from either course pre- 
scribed in the high school can pass entrance examinations to any 
college leading to A. B. or B.S. college course without Greek. 
As that is an established fact, we must soon turn our attention 
to an. extension of work there that will provide for the large 
majority who have no intention of entering any scholastic institu- 
tion beyond the high school. 


This may be done in several ways. 


First: By a commercial course that willinclude the English, 
mathematics, one science and one modern language of the present 
course, with the introduction of book-keeping, commercial arith- 
metic, commercial geography, stenography and typewriting; or 


Second: By an agricultural course that will retain the his- 
Lory required by law, the English, one year eachin physics and 
chemistry, and introducing horticulture, agriculture, compara- 
tive physiology, engineering, rural economy and farm manage- 
ment, animal husbandry and dairying. 


Third: By a mechanic arts course that will retain the es- 
sentials of the other courses and introduce manual training. Such 
course could be arranged as follows:

Fourth: By a general course combining the second third. 


If Newport has changed from an agricultural to an indus- 
trial centre, the third is preferable from a pedagogic point of view 
as well as its adaptability to our local needs. 


There seems to be a general agreement throughout the country 
upon two matters, viz: Vocational training and health. 


The third curriculum presented applies to the matter of voca- 
tional training and presupposes that an elementary form of man- 
ual training should be taught up to the age of 14 and a special 
course eStablished between the ages of 14 and 18, determined 
largely by the character of the industries of the immediate vicin- 
ity, forin these industries chiefly the youth of the locality may 
find profitable training and after employment. 


The question of health is important because the ability of the 
pupil to accomplish his work economically for himself and the 
community depends upon his physical state. 


Financially, perhaps, we have not reached the point where 
we can introduce the outlined course in its entirety, but there is 
no good reason why we cannot do two things that will be a be- 
ginning. 

First: Medical inspection of the schools under the control of 
the Board of Health for expert examination of pupils for correc- 
tion, if possible, of any defects of vision and hearing and the dis- 
covery and isolation of any contagious diseases in its early stages. 

Drawing without any further delay should be introduced into 
the first six grades and an appropriation made therefor. In 
three years by the annual promotion of pupils this work would 
be extended to all grades befow the high school. 
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Five years ago it could not have been done without a specia] 
teacher, but now books which serve as guides for teachers and 
pupils have been published so that it can be successfully as it is 
already done in several cities and towns in the state.
